Congressmen Working Up a Plan 
to Unite the Silver Forces 


WASHINGTON, Fob. 27.—Routine matters 
on tho floor of tho houfio nro ovorshadowod 
In iutorast- by tho initiation of a brisk 
inovcmoiit to sccuro ft majority of tho 
Deniocrufcic nionibership in 
favor of a 
financial policy havinfr tho free coinniro of 
Bilvor for its keynote. For some time thoro 
has been a discussion carrii'd on by tho 
free silver leaders of tho party over the 
practicability of a plan to unite their 
forces and to crystallizo their ideas Into 
flomo Borti of a platform or declaration. 
The not result of 
tlieae 
deliberations 
has been tho draft of a declaration ad- 
dressed "To tho Dumocrats of tho United 
States," and outlining a financial policy 
for tho Donii)oratlo party, 
Ttûis paper haa 
been circulatcd on tho Domocratio side of 
tho house, and is being vlgforously dis- 
cussed, with the object of obtaining tho 
consensus of opinion of silver Democrats 
upon its expressions. 


Tho chief instigators of tho movement 
are Messrs. Rlaud of Misaouiri, Bryan of 
Nebraska, Sibley of Pennsylvania 
and 
Coflfcon of Wyoming. 
Their paper is at 
present but a tentative expression, they 
say, and not yet in form for publication, 
since none of its details has been defin- 
itely agreed upon. In substance it states 
the financial policy of the party to be for 
the free coinage of gold aad silver on 
tormsof equality,.at tho ratio of 10 to 1, 
for tbo Issue of all paper money by tho 
government without the intervention of 
banks, and opposition to any issue of in- 
terest bearing lionds without the author- 
ity of a special act of congress. 


Attention is callod to a movement said 
to be unrlor way through the efforts of tho 
opponents of free silvor in tho party to se- 
cure tho election of gold men as delegates 
to party conventions, and particularly to 
the next national convjution for the nom- 
ination of a single gold standard man for 
tho presidency. Domocrats are urged to 
oppose the inovcmeut and to see to it that 
none but frt^ silver men are elected to po- 
fiitions of influence in the party and to 
repiesont thorn in all conventions, 
declteres for freo silver. 


Mr. JJryan also mailo an incomplete can- 
Tass of the silver Dumourat« in the senate. 
Ho did not present any prepared doclara* 
tion, such as he thought it would bo wise 
to make, but merely submitted to them 
the question of the advisability of such a 
movement. 
It is understood that while 
many of the Democratic senators expressed 
Interest In the question, and slated that it 
struck them favorably npon first thought, 
thoy should prefer to have tinio to think it 
over in all its bearings l^oforu finally com- 
mitting themselves to the project. 


Buried by a Suowgllde. 


GLKNWOOD SPUINGS. Colo. Fob. 27.— 
After being blockaded by snowslides for 
thirty-six hours, tho first train from Den- 
ver over the Denver and Rio Grande road 
arrived hero last evening, SJido after slide 
came rolling down tlio mountains, and 
fifty wore countud between Shoshone and 
this town. 
Near Spruce Creek a largo 
glide struck four of the section men, two 
of whom wore hurled into tho Grande 
river and were rescued. Tho other two, 
T. J. Flynn, foreman of the gaug, and 
Henry Flannigan, 
were buried in the 
snow. E'lynn was shoveled out alive, after 
being burled an hour and twenty minutes, 
while Flannigan was found dead.

Th« AwtHorltlcs Trepared to Suppress mn 
Anticipated Uovolt, 


HAVAXA, Fob. i?7.—Martial law has been 
declared hero, and the police and Spanish 
garrisons throughout tho island are on tho 
alert to prevent an uprising. 
Outbreaks 
have already occurred at Cionfuegos and 
Matanzas. At tho latter place three Cuban 
patriots have been arrested and A small 
quantity of arms seized. Tho coast guards 
on land and gunboats by sea are patrollng 
the coasts to prevent tho landing of fill- 
bufiterers from Florida, Honduras or Costa 
Kica. Spies in Tampa and Key West have 
reported unusual activity among tho ref- 
ugees, and have forwarded some informa- 
Hon of a gnnenil conspiracy afoot. 
Tho 
government seems to fear an Insurrection, 
and to bo taking extreme measures to 
stamp it out. 


KEY WEST, Fob. 27.—Several thousand 
Cubans are nermanont residents of this 
city, and nearly all of them are monthly 
Bu bscribors to the revolution ary fund. 
This fund, tho accumulation of years and 
contributed to from all over America, is 
supposed to amount to several millions of 
dollars. For weeks and months patriots 
hero have been expocting that a blow 
would be struck and tho revolutionary 
flag raised aerain in Cuba. News from Ha- 
vana has been disseminated swiftly, and 
is being excitedly discussed in tho places 
of Cuban resort. 


NEW YOUK, Feb. 27.—Enrique Trufillo, 
proprietor of K1 Provonir, a CUiban revo- 
lutionary journal, declared to a reporter 
last night that there has undoubtedly been 
an uprising, and ho predicts success. Gon- 
zales Quesada, secretary of tho Cuban 
Revolutionary club, says tho revolution 
broke out on Sunday, and that tho whole 
island is in arms. 


Tho March of the Japs. 


LONDON,Feb. 26.—A dispatch from Tien- 
tsin says it is reported that the Japanese 
have advanced from Hai Cheng and that 
fighting 
has 
occurrcd around 
Thien 
Chwaug Thai. 
Rumors are current of 
trouble in the foreign settlement at Now 
Chwang. 
The families of missionaries 
coming Into Tientsin from tho interior 
report that tho authorities everywhere 
were anxious to protect them. Tho towns- 
people of Tung Chow, near Pekln, re- 
quested tho missionaries to mediate with 
regard to the ransom of the city should 
tho Japanese appear. 
The gentry of Tien- 
tsin recently made a similar request of 
tho foreign consuls. 


Death of Fredrick jDoucIass. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 31.—Frederick Doug- 
lass, the noted freedman, orator and diplo- 
mat, died a few minutes boforo 7 o'clock 
lust night at his residence in Anacostia, a 
suburb of this city, of hezirt disease. 
His 
death was entirely unexpected, as he had 
boon enjoying the best of health. 
Mr. 
Douglass, was 78 years old. He leaves 
a fortune of $100,000, a white wife, and a 
daughter and two sons by his first wife. 
He had held several goYcrninent positions, 
including the Haytian minibtry.

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Indiana's New lilquor I^aw. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Feb. 27.—The Nicholson 
temporance bill passed the house of repre- 
sentatives by a vote of 75 to 20. It is very 
stringent, although it lost some of Its 
force by being amended. 
It provides for 
local option in this way: That a majority 
petition against a saloon in a certain com- 
munity will prevent one being established 
there for two years. 
It provides against 
music in saloons, and a saloon cannot bo 
run in connection with any other busi- 
ness—a direct blow at the resfiauwuit with 
bar attachment. 
It also does away with 
screens, and all saloons must bo operated 
on tho first floor—a provision to knock out 
wine rooms. The bill will have trouble in 
passing tho senate.

• n Exploding Cylinder UilU Two, 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 27.—There was a 
fatal explosion yesterday afternoon at 
Hjnith, Kline, Fronch & Co.*8 laboratory, 
3U5 and 307 Cherry street. 
Frank Robin- 
son, aged 21 years, of Camden, was in- 
stantly killed, and Frank Duffy, aged 
about ö3, was fatally injured. Duffy was 
taken to the Pennsylvania ho.spitaI, where 
he died shortly atterwards. Tho cylin- 
der which exploded was charged with car- 
bonio acid gas. 
Tho cylinder was about 
the size of a flour barnd, and was put in 
about three montJis ago. Tho cylinderex- 
ploded, it is thought, owing to the x)niö- 
eure of gas.

Against the Decree Excluding Our 
Cattle from France. 


WASHINGTON. Feb. 30.—Mr, Kustls, our 
ftmbosRudor to Franco, will bo instructed 
to enter a prompt and vigorous protest 
against tho French decrce, just made, ex- 
cluding American cattle from France. As 
the decree Is ostensibly based on tho exist- 
ence 
of plouro-pneumonia 
and Texas 
fever in cattle coming from the TTnitod 
States tho ambassador will call for proof 
of the fact. That will mean long and tedi- 
ous expert examinations by veterinarians, 
and much correspondouco, which Is not 
expected to be of any more avail than that 
into which Mr. Runyon, our ambassador 
to Germany, was plunged by tho issue of a 
Blmllar decree by tho Gorman govern- 
ment, for it is fully realized hero tliat tho 
allegation that American cattle are un- 
healthy is the merest pretenao in both 
cases, and that tho real reason is fear of 
American compétition. 


In tho case of B'rance the press cable dla- 
patchos have shown that tho ministry has 
been urged to tho issue of the decree by 
delegation after delegation representing 
the numerous and well organized agricul- 
tural societies of the republic, solely for 
their protection against tho American 
cattle grower. 
In order to grant tho de- 
mand, and yet ot the same time to avoid 
the charge that France was violating tho 
most favored nation clause in its treaty 
with tho United States, which would 
properly lie if the latter woro singled out 
from other nations for an attack of tliis 
kind, it was necessary that recourse should 
bo had to the device, which had availed 
Germany so well, of charging unhealth- 
fulness upon 
American 
cattle. 
This 
charge Is always hard to rebut, owing to 
the ease with which expert testimony may 
be had on either side of tho case. 


Tho American trade 
in cattle with 
France has grown to considerable propor- 
tions, the shipments 
during 
tho 
six 
months ended Dec. B1 last being 13,141 
head, and during the month of January 
last 801 head. 


Secretary Morton was careful about ex- 
pressing his opinion touching the French 
decree, but it could be seen that he re- 
garded it as a mere political manifesta- 
tion, and felt that it would not be contin- 
ued in force for any considerable length of 
time, and th'it the next change in tho 
French cabinet would probably be followed 
by the revocation of tlio decree. 
Notwith- 
standing this, tho belief is growing and 
deepening here that these decrees are but 
forerunners of other and more severe re- 
Btriotions upon American trade, the next 
blow, perhaps, being likely to fall upon 
wheat. It is understood bore that the.so 
are not adopted as retaliatory measures, 
but are manifestations of the growth of 
the protective sentiment in continental 
Europe, and grow out of the necessity tho 
governments are under of conceding some- 
thing to the great agricultural classes. 


Touching the allegation êî the existence 
of disease among American cattle Socre- 
tary Morton says that there has not b(»en 
one case of plcuro pneumoniaintho United 
Htates during tho past three yeai*s, and 
that even If there had been cattle sulfi^r- 
ing from Texas fever among the carefully 
inspected herds shipped to Europe, tho dis- 
ease, being non-contagious, could do no 
harm there.

The most difficult way of cooking a 
plum pudding is boiling it in a cloth; 
a novico will be likely to spoil it un- 
less the following directions aro ob- 
served in every particular: 
To boil a 
plum pudding successtully have a 
largo pot half full of actually boiling 
water, with a plate in tho bottom to 
keep the cloth from burning or stick- 
ing to the pot, and a teakettleful oJ 
boiling water to fill up the pot as the 
water boils away; there must always 
be enough water to float the pudding, 
and it must boil without ceasing, 
"jumping" in the pot. 


The cloth must be of linen towel- 
ing, about a yard square, scalded by 
dipping in boiling water and then 
thickly dusted with sifted flour ; and 
after the pudding has boiled steadily 
for at least six hours it should be un- 
rolled, laid upon a suitable dish and 
set in the oven to dry oif while the 
sauce is being made. 
Allov/ance must 
be made for tho swelling of an ordin- 
arily rich pudding, tho cloth being 
made about three-quarters full. 


BECTPBS. 


Broiled Chicken on Toast—Clean 
and carefully singe and split down 
back, season with salt, and broil over 
quick fire, turning frequently. 
When 
cooked put bits of butter over meat 
and i^lace on pieces of toast with 
crosses and small bits of lemon. 


Peppermint Creams—Take twocup- 
fulfl of sugar, two-thirds of a cupful of 
boiling water, one teaspoonful of glu- 
cose and two pinches of cream of tar- 
tar. Boil until it threads, cool slightly 
and heat until it begins to thicken. 
Then flavor with peppermint accord- 
ing to taste and drop on tins. 


Everton Taffy—Boil ono pound of 
best brown sugar in half a pint of 
water; when thick drop a fow drops 
in a cup of cold water, and if the 
drops retain their shape and become 
brittle, add too ounces of butter and 
boil a few moments until it will 
harden again. 
Flavor with lemon. 


Squash Pio—Peel the squash and cut 
it in small pieces. 
Cook until done, 
using very little water. 
Mash it fine 
and to two cupfuls of squash, add one 
cupful of sweet milk, ono cupful of 
sugar, the yolks of four eggs, well 
beaten, a pinch of salt, one-half tea- 
spoonful of gingei\ 
Mix all the in- 
gredients thoroughly, line a pan with 
paste and fill it. 
Bake until done. 
Beat the whites of the eggs to a stiff 
froth, add one-half cupful of sugar, 
spread it over the pies and leave them 
in tho oven until the meringue is 4 
rich brown.

Macaroni (with cheese)— 
Break one-half 
jkage macaroni into 
inch pieces, Go^oc with boiling water 
slightly salted and stew gently twenty 
minutes. 
Drain well, and put a layer' 
in the bottom of a buttered pudding- 
dibh; u p o n this grato some mild rich 
cheese, a sprinkling of salt and bits of 
butter. 
Spread on this more maca- 
roni, and jn'oceod as before until all 
tho macaroni is used, having the 
macaroni on top well buttered, bat 
without tho cheese. 
Cover with a 
scant pint of rich milk salted, and 
bake, covered, half an hour in a hot 
oven.

"I^F a Michigan chemist realizes his 
oxpoctatious, 
says the Chicago 
Eocord, the sawmills in tho North 
will become active competitors of 
the Louisiana sugar plantations. 
This 
audacious scientist declares that bo 
can mako granulated sugar out oí saw- 
dust, and iu support of the claim he 
exhibits a substance which 
looks, 
smolis and tastes hkoglacosc. 
Ho says 
that ho first convorts the sawdust into 
starch and then turns the starch into 
sugar, whicb, ho decluros, crystallizes 
into as pretty granulated sugar as was 
ever turned out of a sugar trust re- 
finery, But his most astonishing claim 
is that when he has perfected his pro- 
cess ho will have no use for a tariff or 
bounty, for he will make sugar cheaper 
than Cuba, China, Germany ^or any 
other country can possibly produce it. 


Willie ho has been working on his 
sawmill sugar tho boet-sugar makers 
of Nebraska and California have been 
endeavoring to cheapen their x^rocesses, 
and tho farmers have been learning 
how to develop and improve the sugar 
beet so as to secure not only larger 


The field hands begin work at 5 or 
5.30 o'clock in tho morning, and cut 
enough cane during the day to keep 
the mill supplied while they aro cut- 
ting, and at the same time to pilo xip 
enough caue in tho cane shed to feed 
the mill all night. 
The cano is first 
weighed while on tho wagon on plat- 
form scales, and it is then dumped in 


and floats in a porpendioular position. 
Tho more sugar there is in the liquid 
the higher above tho level of tho 
liquid the tube will rise. 
Tho tube is 
divided into degrees so that the sugar 
maker by simply placing tho sacchra- 
meter in tho juice can tell when it has 
reached the proper density or thick- 
ness. 
The juice is constantlj- skimmed 
of tho impurities which rise to the top 
in the form of scum, and this scum is 
frequently made i n t o rum. 
Tho juice 
becomes a sirup iu tho second kottle, 
and as it grows thicker and thicker, it 
is transferred from one kettle to the 
other, tho workmen dipping it out in 
long handled buckets, 
Tho last kettle

beets and more to the acre, but a 
greater per cent, of sugar in the beets. 


Tho reason for all this activity and 
enterprise is found in the fact that 
Louisiana sugar planters produce only 
about ono-sixth of all the sugar that 
is conbumcd in the United States, and 
as the area of the sugarcane-growing 
section is limited the sugar producer 
must look to sugar beets and "early 
amber" corn to make up the other 
five-sixths of the sugar. 
As it is, tho 
beets of Nebraska and California only 
produced one twenty-fifth as much 
sugar as was raised in Louisiana last 
year, or only 1-150th of the 
total 
aqaount consumed in this country in 
lays. 


In the sugar mills of Louisiana ma- 
chinery has taken the place of the 
hands who used to grow sleek and fat 
during the sugar season, for the old- 
f%ehionod open-pan batteries with the 
fires under tho kettles have given way 
t9 steam pipes and vacuum pans and 
pumps, and steam siphons have re- 
placed tho hand buckets and dippers 
which used to transfer tho juico and 
syrup from one kettle to another. On 
B^ine of the smaller plantations, how- 
ever, the old order of things prevails, 
and the sugar house is as picturesque 
and interesting as it was when slaves 
whistled and sung at their work, for 
the sugar-making season then was a 
feast of sweets and a succession of jol- 
lities. 


Tho sugarcane is ready for the har- 
vest in the first days of October. 
The 
tall cane, with its ''arrow" shooting 
up to tho plume, has been 
growing 
and secreting its sweet juice all sum- 
mer, and when some of it has 
been

the cane shed, which is an open, heav- 
ily built wing of the sugar house. The 
cane which is to be ground at once is 
dumped near a traveling j^latform or 
conveyor, which carries tho cane to 
tho roller mill, where it is crushed, 
Tho cane shed is usually in possession 
of the colored women, who take up 
the cane by the armful and spread it 
on the moving slats of the conveyor, 
which is inclined at an angle of about 
thirty degrees so that the cane is 
brought directly over tho sugar mill. 
The cane is not dumped on the carrier 
without regard to an oven distribu- 
tion, but is placed on so that it is fed 
between the rollers in an even thick- 
ness. 
If too much cane were placed 
on one side and too little on the other 
the expensive, all-important 
rollers 
might be broken because of the uneven 
pressure. 


The wagons follow each other rap- 
idly, and while one gang of women is 
attending to the carrier another gang 
is cording up the surplus cane for the 
night shift. 


Tiie roller mill is a ponderous piece 
of machinery, massive in all of its 
parts, for sugarcane has a tough, hard 
skin and cannot be crushed by tender 
methods. Two mills, one of three and 
the other of two rollers, constitute the 
five-roller system, and nine rollers are 
used iu some mills. The cane, carried 
to the first mill on the conveyor, first 
passes between three rollers, two of 
them over one. 
As soon as the sugar- 
cane is crushed or ground by this mill 
it becomes ''bagasse," and, by another 
horizontal conveyor, is taken to the 
mill which has two rollers, one over 
the other, where it is squeezed again. 
The "bagasse" is now almost dry and 
is carried to the boiler-room, where it 
is used as fuel under the boilers. 
It 
is also used as a fertilizer. 


When the cane and bagasse 
are 
crushed the juicc runs dov, n,a greenish, 
sticky liquid, throno^h a strainer to a 
well or vat, from which it is pumped 
to the clarifiers. 
Here milk of lime is 
stirred in and heat is applied. 
The 
lime neutralizes the acids in the juice, 
for the moment the cane is cut a 
chemical change begins in the juice, 
part of it fermenting and becoming 
acid. 
Tho thick scum which rises 
when the limo is stirred into the juice 
is removed and tho clarified juice is 
drawn off into tno first kettle, where 
the old method of making sugar is

run through a little handmill and tho 
juice shows about fifteen per cent, of 
sugar the planter gives tho word and 
the hands sharpen their broad cane 
knives. 


They first strip the cane of 
its 
leaves with tho dull side of the knifo 
and then the tops aro cut oil' as far 
down as the exiserienced cane cutter 
believes tho maturity of the cane will 
permit, for, while the sugar planter 
wants every inch of cano which will 
yield up sugar, he does not want to 
rfjrind and handle an inch more than 
is necessary. 
As soon as the first 


ueed. 
On some plantations the juice 
is bleached by fumes of burning sul- 
phur before it is taken to the ''bat- 
tery," 
This is done in an open box, 
in which the juico drips through the 
sulphurous fumes. 


The large oi^en kettles, four or five 
of them, in which the juice is boiled 
to a sirup and then to sugar, stand in 
a row close to one another. 
In the 
first kettle the juice is boiled to a cer- 
tain density, which is determined by a 
glass aiiair that looks like a largo 
bulbed thermometer, called a sacchra- 
meter, 
This is placed in tho liquid 


is called the "strike pan,'* and here 
the sirup is cooked until the man at- 
tending it, by pinching some of tho 
thick, clear sirui:> between his thumb 
and finger, can draw the sirup out in 
a candied string, which is exactly the 
test that is used at a candy i'>ulling 
party. 
When the grain is felt and the 
sacchrameter shows that the proper 
density has been reached the heavy 
sirup is bailed out into cooling vats 
mado of wood. 
As tho sirup cools the 
sugar crystallizes, but it is mixed with 
the molasses which will not crystallize, 
so it is scooped out of the cooling vat 
into large hogsheads made of cypress 
wood, which have a largo number of 
holes bored in the bottom. 
Pieces of 
sugarcane plug these holes loosely, 
allowing tho molasses to drip down 
into the molasses tank. 
The sugar 
mado in this way is not pure white and 
it is soft grained, but it is taken to 
the refinery, where it is granulated. 


This is tho old method, 
rapidly 
passing out of use, for, compared to 
the modern way of making sugar, it 
is expensive and wasteful. 
Its one 
redeeming feature is its picturesque- 
ness. 
But 
the hard-headed, cold- 
blooded, unsympathetic Northern men 
who have gone to Louisiana and built 
extensive sugar mills, with all that is 
progressive, scientific and 
modern, 
with their chemists and polariscopes, 
delicate 
sacchramoters and other in- 
struments, 
electric lights and tiny 
locomotives for hauling cane, Corliss- 
valved engines and huge pumps, re- 
gard picturesqueness as so much lost 
motion and therefore a waste. 
They 
have arranged their machinery so that 
the sequence of manufacture is un-

broken, 
and the juico and sirup go 
from the mills to the clarifiers and on 
to the finished product untouched by 
hand. 


Steam coils take tho place of open 
fires, deep rectangular pans have been 
substitute's for the kettles and rapidly 
revolving centrifugal machines do in 
a minute what the hogshead strainers 
did in a week. 
After the juice has 
been treated with lime and 'sulphur it 
is pumped 
into 
the first clarifier, 
which has a steam coil in the bottom. 
Prom one to tho other of four clari- 
fiers the sirup goes, skimmed con- 
stantly all tho time, for when it is 
pumped into tho vacuum pan no skim- 
mer can get at it. 
iSacchrameter tests 
are made at every pan, and when tho 
proper density has been secured in the 
last clarifier the sirup is pumped into 
a settling tank, and from there it goes 
to tho vacuum imn. 


The vacuum pan is described by its 
name. It is an inclosed'bpherical vessel 
with copper steam coil« in the bottom, 
and can bo mado air-tight. 
An air- 
pumjj and condenser remove tho air, 
thus making a vacuum. 
Sightholes 
are provided and a lamp throws its 
light through thick glass upon the 
sirup so that tho concentration can 
be watched closely. In a vacuum liquid 
boils at a much lower temperturethan 
212 degrees, tho boiling point 
in 
open air, and as there is no atmos- 
pheric weight on the liquid the heat 
causes the liquid to boil furiously, 
with great jots shooting abovo the 
turbulent surface, as though a tre- 
mendous agitation were going on, yet 
the heat is nearly XUU degrees below 
boiling point. 
By using tho vacuum 
pan the sugar maker avoids burning 
any sugar in the sirup and thus keeps 
his m\xp from bygwiva biowa, 
lu 


this curious inclosed airless kettle tho 
sirup is boiled down under a slight 
heat until oyrstallization is efi'eoted, 
and then tho valve at the bottom is 
opened 
and tho whole charge 
is 
dumped into tho mixer directly be- 
neath the vacuum pan. 


The mixer is a troughliko arrange- 
ment in which an agitator revolves—a 
long shaft with steel arms, which in re- 
volving mixes tho sugar, so that tho 
crystallization progresses uniformli'. 
When the grain is of the right size 
tho mushy sugar mixed M'ith its mo- 
lasses is shoveled iuto tho centrifugal 
machine. 
This is a kettle-shapod ves- 
sel which revolves TJOO times a min- 
ute. 
Its sides aro perforated so that 
molasses iu tho sugar cauglit up bv tho 
centrifugal force flies through tho per- 
forations, leaving tho susrar 
snow M'hite. Tho sugar is then dnmi>iHT 
to the granulator and placed in bar- 
rels. 


This sugar, 
althiiugh of 
higlior 
grade than the sugar mule by the 
open kettle prooesp, 
not as largì* 
grained nor as gla*^ h1 as tho sugar 
mado in tlio refinerio--. Horo tho crxulo 
sugar 
is mado iuto sirup, 
a^'ain 
strained through bone bluch 
filtoi\s 
bleached, 
reclariiied, put 
through 
vacuum pans, granuiators and ri?n- 
tifugals, until tho grain is large and 
tho crystals well formed and glazed. 
Tho refining is a process apart from 
the sugar ])lantation and sugar house, 
and requires machinery which is too 
expensive and occupies too much spaco 
for the sugar planter, 


Tho^process of extracting sugar and 
sorghum sirup from tho "early amber'' 
cane of the Northern and 
Western 
States is almost identical with 
tho 
Louisiana method, but tho diflasion 
process used by beet sugar makers is 
altosrethcr diflerent.

Process of Death by Elcctrjclly. 
According to Professor J. Kratter, 
of Graz, Avho has for some time been 
¡performing experiments on the eflects 
of electrical shocks on animal life, 
death is most usually caused by sud- 
den cessation of respiration and con- 
sequent suiTocation. 
During the suf- 
focation the heart continues in action. 
If the asphyxia lasts more than a cer- 
tain time, about two minutes, the 
heart stops, this being a secondary 
phenomenon. 
Generally 
speaking, 
the animals used, cats, dogs, rabbits 
and mice, were not easily killed by 
1600—2000 volts alternating. 
Tho 
danger appears to lie in the nervous 
system, 
and to decrease with 
tho 
amount of brain development. 
Fre- 
quently death occurs by momentary 
stoppage of the movement 
of tho 
heart, but a slow cesbation of the 
heart's action, such as has been ob- 
served in cases of human death, was 
never observed. 
In no case was any 
anatomical alteration observable 
to 
which death might bo attributed, but 
there are sometimes lesions, breaking 
of blood vessels, and the diagnosis is 
rendered certain by the peculiar burn- 
ing at the position of contact, and by 
tho oscapo of blood from the capil- 
laries, which indicates the ])ath taken 
by the current.—Philadelphia liecord.
